To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Sharon,  New  Hampshire,  in 
the  County  of  Hillsborough,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Brick  Schoolhouse 
in  said  Sharon  on  Tuesday  the  9th  of  March,  1971,  at  7:30 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 


Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  en- 
suing year:  specifically,  Town  Clerk,  1  year;  Selectman,  3 
years;  Tax  Collector,  1  year;  Highway  Agent,  1  year;  Treasurer, 
1  year;  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds,  1  year. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  the 
amounts  which  shall  be  paid  the  Town  Officers  for  their  services, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $800.00  for 
Town  Officers  expenses,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  Audit 
made  by  the  State  Tax  Commission,  and  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $150.00  to  cover  the  expense  of  the  same. 

Article  5.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  following  sums  of 
money  for  the  purpose  specified:  Election  and  Registration 
expenses,  $150.00;  Brick  Schoolhouse  maintenance,  $75.00; 
Fire  Protection,  $600.00;  Blister  Rust  Control,  $50.00;  In- 
surance, $240.00;  Damages,  including  Dog  Damage  and  Legal 
Expenses,  $200.00;  Health  Department,  $20.00;  Use  of  Dump, 
$1,100.00;  Street  Lighting,  $76.32.  Cemeteries,  $100.00;  Mon- 
adnock  Region  Association,  $95.00;  Interest  on  Temporary 
Loan,  $120.00;  Planning  and  Zoning,  $400.00;  or  take  any  ac- 
tion relative  thereto. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $92.00  to  support  the  services  of  the  Monadnock  Com- 
munity Visiting  Nurse  Association,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $40.00  to  support  the  program  of  the  Monadnock  Fam- 
ily and  Mental  Health  Service,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 


Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  borrow  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $6,000.00  in 
anticipation  of  taxes,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  9.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,200.00 
for  the  summer  maintenance  of  town  roads  and  the  sum  of 
$1,500.00  for  the  winter  maintenance  of  town  roads,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto.

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  and  the  Subdivision  Control  Regulations  of  the 
Town  of  Sharon  as  follows : 

Amendment  No.  1.  Amend  Article  IV  paragraph  C-1  of  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  by  striking  out  the  words  "one  acre"  and 
"200  feet"  in  the  second  line  and  substituting  therefor  the  words 
"three  acres"  and  "300  feet"  so  that  the  same  shall  read: 

1.  Lot  area  and  frontage.  The  lot  area  shall  be  not  less  than 
three  acres,  and  the  frontage  not  less  than  300  feet,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  any  permitted  use  may  be  constructed 
on  a  record  lot  at  the  time  this  ordinance  becomes  effec- 
tive, regardless  of  the  area  or  width  of  such  lot,  provided  the 
yard  and  other  requirements  prescribed  are  complied  with. 
Amendment  No.  2.  Amend  Article  IV  paragraph  D-4  sub- 
designation  (b)  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  by  striking  out  the 
words  "one  acre"  in  the  third  line  of  said  sub-designation  (b) 
and  substituting  therefor  the  words  "three  acres"  so  that  the 
same  shall  read  : 

(b)  the  subdivision  regulations  of  the  Town  of  Sharon 
have  been  complied  with;  or,  if  none,  that  each  Mobile 
Home  is  located  on  three  acres  of  land  with  a  gravelled 
right  of  way  20  feet  wide  providing  access  to  each  lot. 
Amendment  No.  3.  Amend  the  first  sentence  of  Section  IV 
paragraph  N  of  the  Land  Subdivision  Control  Regulations  by 
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striking  out  "1  acre"  and  substituting  therefor  the  words  "three 
acres"  and  amend  the  second  sentence  by  striking  out  "200 
feet"  and  substituting  the  words  "300  feet"  and  by  striking  out 
"125  feet"  and  substituting  the  words  '200  feet"  so  that  the 
same  shall  read: 

N.  Lots  shall  be  rectangular  in  shape  wherever  possible, 
and  contain  a  minimum  of  three  acres.  Lots  shall  also  have 
a  frontage  of  at  least  300  feet  and  a  depth  of  at  least  200 
feet. 

Article  15.  To  hear  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  and  Officers 
heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relative  thereto. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  transact  any  other  busi- 
ness that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting.

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SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 
Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collec- 
tor, Town  Clerk  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets — December  31,  1969  and  Decem- 
ber 31,  1970:  (Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1969,  and 
December  31,  1970,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated 
therein,  the  surplus  decreased  by  $1,511.44  during  1970,  from 
$5,033.96  to  $3,522.52. 
Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  Town 
during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which 
caused  the  change  indicated  therein.

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expendi- 
tures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1970,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As 
indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  net  unex- 
pended balance  of  appropriations  of  $234.00,  less  a  revenue  de- 
ficit of  $145.44,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $88,56.

B-1) 

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1970,  made  up  in  accordance 
with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Ex- 
hibit B-1.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  December  31, 
1970,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with 
the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  ex- 
amined and  audited  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards,  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the 
accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  were 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

Verification  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated 
by  the  Tax  Collector's  records.  Consequently,  the  amounts  of 
uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report 
are  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the 
return  of  verification  notices. 
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GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Current  Surplus: 

The  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  current 
liabilities)  decreased  by  $1,511.44  in  1970,  from  $5,033.96  to 
$3,522.52.  as  shown  herewith:

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  1970  forest  fire  season  was  a  quiet  one  in  this  area,  quiet 
in  part  because  of  your  continued  cooperation  and  favorable 
weather  conditions. 

Fires  that  did  occur  were,  for  the  most  part,  caused  by 
debris  burning,  children  and  smokers. 

The  elimination  of  these  three  causes  of  forest  fires  would 
drastically  change  this  picture-to  bring  about  this  change  we 
make  the  following  suggestions: 

1.  When  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  a  permit  to  burn 
must  be  obtained  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden.  This  permit 
covers  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incinerator,  grass  burn- 
ing, as  well  as  garden  trash  and  brush  burning,  such  burning 
is  restricted  by  regulation  prior  to  9:00  A.M.  and  after  5:00 
P.M.  with  the  following  exceptions: 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  permissible  at  any  time 
under  normal  conditions  but  only  with  the  approval  of  the 
District  Chief  and  a  written  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire 
Warden. 

2.  Fires  caused  by  children  can  be  prevented  only  with  the  com- 
plete cooperation  of  parents  in  the  supervision  of  their  chil- 
dren, keep  matches  out  of  reach  of  children,  this  action  will 
help  to  prevent  fires  and  may  save  a  life,  the  life  of  your  child. 
Try  to  explain  this  to  your  child,  won't  you? 

3.  Forest  fires  caused  by  smokers  can  be  reduced  in  number  by 
the  exercise  of  more  care  in  the  discarding  of  matches  and 
smoking  material  whether  from  a  vehicle  or  by  a  hiker.  In 
all  cases,  make  sure  that  the  butt  or  match  you  discard  is 
out,  dead  out.  Smokey  says,  "Thanks  for  your  help,"  and 
invites  you  to  join  with  him  in  setting  a  good  example  for 
others  in  the  prevention  of  fires  and  the  protection  of  our 
environment.
